REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are pending in the application, with claims 4-13 being 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 USC§1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lofquist (US 5,478,624) in view of Stahlecker et al. (US 
4,495,758), Scott (US 4,668,552) and GB 2,205,1 16 A. Applicant respectfully 
traverses this rejection. 

Attached are Declarations under 37 CFR 1 .132 by Mr. Charles E. 
Bowers of Honeywell International and Professor William Oxenham of North 
Carolina State University. As the Declarations present facts related to the 
fibers of Lofquist cited in the Office Action, it is respectfully submitted that they 
should be admitted. 

The present invention is a process for producing plied tufting yarns 
by twisting and heating two or more ring spun or wrap spun yarns. The ring 
spun or wrap spun yarns are formed by ring spinning or wrap spinning a fiber 
bundle with a second fiber comprising a heat-activated binder material. The
